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dearest wish was to achieve success as a composer for the stage. 

He saw the genre of German opera developing around him, but 
was unlucky enough to try to have works produced in Vienna at exactly 
the time that ‘Rossini-fever’ had seized the city. His last completed 
opera, Fierrabras, was written at the same age as Mozart when he 
composed Die Entfiihrung aus dem Serail — and would our estimation of 
Mozart’s stagecraft not be rather different if we had only the first group 
of his operas at our disposal? Tonight, we present some of the musical 
riches of Schubert’s dramatic works, together with music by composers 
who influenced or who followed him.
